NOTE: The arguments are noted, but the base reference Chase '213 teaches a rim having a flange lip with a prependicular 
surface corresponding to the axial thickness of the lip. Eikhoff '411 shows in figure 11 an overlay having an outer peripheral 
portion which covers only a portion of the flange lip of the rim, regardless of the extent of the perpendicular portion of the lip. 
Further, the perpendicular portion of the flange lip of Eikhoff '411 has been defined in the rejection as the radial thickness of 
the lip. While Applicant appears to argue as if Eikhoff '411 were the base reference. Chase '213 has been modified in view 
of the teachings of Eikhoff '4 1 1. namely that the outer axiallv facing portion of the flange lip may be covered completely, 
partially, or not at all by the overlay . (See 37 CFR 1.116 and 41.33(a)).
